Of the millions of people who read this newspaper, more than 99% 
must believe all song writers are degenerates, engaged in writing obscene 
songs, after a hasty glance at the unfair, disgusting cartoon, publisht in 
No allowance was made for the vast army of 
song writers, honestly endeavoring to write clean, sentimental songs; 
song writers who would never permit themselves to descend to the level 


Not satisfied with this unbiased, 
dustry in an endeavor to “hit” a few who disgrace the honor of the song- 
writing game, the first column of the issue of March 5, is devoted to 
fan extremely one-sided “roorback,” ‘‘scarehead” article, howling forth 
in the tones which the Daily News borrowed from the Hearst papers, a 
“come to the rescue,” tale of the “popular song peril,’’ very similar to 
and about as substantial as the “yellow peril’ stories which crept into 
the columns of conservativ papers at will. 

Instead of treating the question from a statement of fact basis, the 
brilliant reporter contented himself with interviewing a handful of 
educators, who, in their endeavor to strike at obscene songs, include all 
popular songs in such a way that anyone conscientiously endeavoring to 
promote the welfare of the music-publishing game, must rise in protest.

Not a word in this statement refers to obscene songs. All songs are 
included in the broad denunciation, and we are forct to the conclusion 
that this well-known educator never heard That’s How I Need You, 
When I Lost You, or any other really meritorious poputar song. 

James E. Armstrong, a high-school principal, is quoted as follows: 

“The boy or girl who hears or sings one of the popular songs is more 
— than ever was the boy or girl who read the old-fashioned cheap 


The harm done by “yellow-backt novels” was nil. All red-corpuscled 
oys enjoyed reading them, and some of our best-trained captains of 
ndustry and most eminent statesmen admit that the cheap novel led 
hem to become interested in real literature, when the poorly-written, 
ighly technical text and Sunday-school books, prepared by dyspeptic 
professors and anaemic churchmen, were studiously ignored.

WHEN GOD GAVE ME YOU—Words by Eé- 
gar Leslie, music by J. Fred Helf. The song 
does not consistently adhere to the religious 
flavor the title suggests. In fact, it is really 
a light waltz ballad, the chorus of which !s 
written in that free and easy vein which had 
so much to do with J. Fred Helf's wonderful 
popularity as a popular ballad writer a few 
short Seasons ago. The gravity of the title is 
nereast by the composer's dedication, reading: 
‘“To the mother of my daughter this song is lov- 
ingly inseribed.’’ It is generally known that 
Helf prizes bis wife and baby above all things 
on earth and this song will be eagerly hailed in 
consequence. The verse, in the first person thru- 
out, reverts to the time when mammy (isn’t 
this a peculiar word for mother when the title 
and dedication is taken into consideration, par- 
ticularly when it is remembered that Wolfe Gil- 
bert and other ragtime writers have invariably 
used this word in their Southern songs?), held 
us on her knee, while reading the Bible (here

Jimmie V. Monaco is now recognized as one 
of the most fenomenal hit-song writers of the 
popular music school.

The Harry Von Tilzer Company became inter- 4 
ested in Oh. Mr. Dream Man, acquired the 
rights for the song, and it proved such a red- 
hot hit that publishers began rummaging thelr 
safes for old, forgotten songs by the same writ- 
er. Oh. You Circus Day became a hit simul 
taneously, in W211] Rossiter’s catalog. Jimmie 
rested his laurels upon Dream Man and took 
care not to write too many songs, until he 
reacht Row, Row. Row. which settled all dis 
pute as to his real standing in the world of 
hits. Sketcht briefly, he may be termed ag 
song-writer who likes to specialize on musie, 
(tho he is able to write his own lyrics). He 
is extremely fond of good clothes and fre- 
quently has been termed the Beau Brummel of 
Music Row. When Will Von Tilzer withdrew

The 
vocal solos are numerous and various and one is 
no sooner terminated than the cabaret singer 
launches into another. Everything old and new 
is exploited and when finally the act closes 
there is nothing left to wish for. The act is 
too long and were it curtailed to possibly little 
more than half its present duration, results 
would point to a better act and a more sat 
isfled audience.

They play a vaudevil show with a 
snap and ‘‘ginge’’ unheard of in ‘‘The States,.’’- 

And tbhuswise the perfection of employe-de- 
tail runs all thru the house; slick and tidy 
girls to usher, uniformed card-men and aisle- 
guards with powdered hair. The stage lighting 
is superlativ; spots and bridge. lights flood the. 


Stage, until artists working in ‘‘one’’ throw 
their shadows three ways—backward and to, 
right and left; they stand in a perfect glory 
of -light, on a stage immaculate in its scenic 
detail, The ‘‘shifts’’ between acts are slower, 
somewhat, than at home, but when the cur- 
tains are drawn aside absolute perfection in, 


detail of ‘‘props’’ and scentc investiture amply 
rewards for the ‘‘hesitations’’ in a program 
otherwise fastly forwarded.

They sang and 
Sang, utterly missing the dominant trait of the 
American negro—harmonizing—and the only 
worthy features were the solos of the basso, 
who really outclassed his associates appallingly.

Une Aventure du Capitaine Lebrun, by Mrs. 
Irene Osgeod, the Americal novelist, author of 
Servitude, lo a Nun Coufessor, Bloud Moon, 
aud other works, was produced this week at the 
Bheatre Moliere, It is a play of the so-called 
“‘drama’’ type and is in five acts. 

, Captain Lebrun is very fond of wine, cards, 
Women and song, as the story goes, but is a 
rattling fine officer just the same, when there’s 
fighting to be done. When the story opens, the 
captain has incurred the displeasure of his 
sfiipreme commander, the great Napoleon. How- 
ever, be is given a chance to redeem himself. 
The French are planning the capture of Algiers 
but the undertaking will be difficult and a plan 
of the port and defenses is wanted. Will the 
captain undertake the job of obtatning this plan? 


He may not, and probably will net, come back 
again, but there is a fighting chance, Anyway 


he can take it or leave it he is informed, but it 
is the only way he can get back into the graces 
o@ his Emperor. Of course he accepts. 

‘Act I] shows the throne room of the Dey of 
Alg.ers. Prisoners, taken by the nativs from 
abroad a captured ship, are brought before the 
rhler. Among them is Captain Lebrun dis- 
guised as a French street-hawker. He talks 80 
well that the Dey releases him and tells him to 
take the first ship sailing. This does not exactly 


fit in with the captain's plans, however, so he 
coutrives to insult the Dey. This time he Is 
sentenced to death by torture. This, also, is 


not what he {s looking for. But an English girl, 
also a captiv, and whose beauty has had telling 
effect on the Dey, intervenes in the French- 
man’s favor and his sentence commuted to hard 
labor in the gang of slaves working on the port’s 
defenses. 

Act III finds the captain very much in love 
with the English girl and her very much in 
love with him, but their stations in life seem 
hopelessly removed, one from the other, and a 
declaration is out of the question, Aud of course 
the officer can not give himself away. Also the 
Dey is madly in love with the fair prisoner. He 
begs her to become his leading wife, so to 
speak, the premiere of his harem, and the girl 
refuses, thus incurring his hatred. 

Now comes the news of the battle of Waterloo 
and the defeat of Napoleon. The captain hears 
the news and breaks down, weeping. He is 
discovered and his English sweetheart now hears 
his confession. So does the Dey, who is listen- 
ing. The two are ordered put to death, but In 
the end the Dey’s heart is softened by his real 
love for the girl and unchains them both from 
the torture-stake. A band of French marines 
arrive—the port having been taken, thanks to 
the plans sent to France long since by the cap- 
tain—and everybody is happy but the Dey. 

As will be seen the piece is quite melodramatic 
and full of ancient tricks. The staging was or- 
dinary and the acting even worse. It is di!ffi- 
eult to imagine a play worse acted. One specta- 
tor was heard to remark: 

.“‘Having been told quite often that the French 
are born actors, I hadn't supposed it possible for 
eyen an amateur to acquit himself so badly.”’

IF that 
erratically dispositioned gentleman COULD give 
Blackpool the temperature of a Coney Island 
summer day the happiness of her visitors would 
be ine Teast a thousand fold, hence the bath'ng 
facilities are of the most crude and primitiv 
type where bathing is more of a self-inflicted 
torture than a pleasure. Even on the warmest 
of summer days the sight of the pre-historic

Bathing is bathing and should be 
regarded as sexless in England as on the Con- 
tinent and the United States. During my sev- 
eral winter seasons of the past few years in 
handling the late Frank C. Bostock’s interests 

have consequently come in touch with civic 
authorities with minds disturbed as to ‘‘mixed 
bathing’’ being introduced in municipal baths. 
Oh bow dubiously they have listened to my 
assertions to there being no question as to the 
propriety of so-called mixed bathing. Among 
my pictorial baggage I have happened to have 
rather a good fotograf of a summer day surf 
crowd, that could be justly entitled ‘‘Human 
Happiness’’ as a proof to my assertions, but I 
coull only get the undiscussable decision that 
“THAT would never do in England’’—and still 
wondering how and why. 

This is, however, digressing. Your readers 
will wonder what has all the foregoing to do 
with Blackpool versus Coney Island—it has all 
to do with it where I given a slight idea of 
the eontrol of Blackpool and have nothing to 
say as to the powers that control the fortunes 
and vicissitudes of Coney Island and there Is 
no place upon earth where a wise government is 
more needed, more especially at this period of 
Coney history. 

Attempts have been made to get the “‘big fel- 
lows"’ together on a co-operatiy basis.

A board walk?—CERTAINLY. Not so much 
as a board walk but a striking proof of the 
fact that Coney’s men have awakened and 
Coney’s matter, in all their lurid truth, stalk 
spectre-like thru the greatest pleasure avenue in 
the world and once again an definable someth' ng 
asserts itself in the auto-thought that ‘‘some 
thing should be done.’’ Qnite so but, incident- 
ally, it should be STARTED ON in a definite 
way. 

On with the board walk and out with those 
trespassers upon the surf-side rights of the peo- 
ple. Where the hardest thing to see at Coney is 
the sea let it be the most obstrusiv attraction 
down there—the greatest of all Coney’s conces- 
sionaires and the one with nothing to say for it- 
self.

Mention these views im Coney Island and you 
will be quickly teld that ‘‘We can't do this and 
we can't do that’’—does anyone know of a 
really serious attempt to Improve matters. 
Others will tell you that the “hig fellows’’ 
have a severe attack of financial constipation 
whenever the question ar'ses of ‘‘doing sumfin’. 
In Steeplechase and Luna, Coney has two star 
feature acts whose men behind the guns are 
doing good work in presenting their acts. but 
Coney can not reasonably expect George Tilyon 
and Messrs. Nelson and Thompson to work for 
everybody else on the Island or pretend to carry 
the expense of the proper advertising of ‘‘the 
whole shooting match.’’

THE INFLUENCE OF THE DRAMA. 
By Granville Forbes Sturgis. 
Published by the Shakespeare Press. 


We know a French critic who never reads the 
books he has to criticize. In this wise way he 
is not influenced by the contents and Is free to 
speak as he pleases: however lame they may 
be, the author’s name and fame are enuf to 
him. 

But we are Scotch, and, therefore, such !s not 
our way. 


‘“‘Though by whim, envy, or resentment led, 
We never damn authors whom we never read.”’ 


And so, from cover to cover, we have read 
Mr. Sturgis’ Influence of the Drama and are In 
position to speak about it. 

We are in position to say that the book is good 
and will contribute to dissipate the eternal mis- 
understanding between the Church and the 
Stage, between Religion and Happiness. 

Quite apposite are some of the author’s words. 
After having mentioned the strange and sottish 
reasons why Christian people ought not to fre- 
quent the play-house, such as Our supposed duty 
to shun pleasure, our other duty te avoid the 
fictitious and the unreal, Mr. Sturgis exclaims: 
“‘Absurd reasons such as these given, only dis- 
gust the thoughtful student, and tend to send 
him into the play-house; a thing which is not 
so deplorable in itself, but he is too apt to 
argue that if the objection to the theater be 
based upon so slender a foundation, perhaps the 
Church’s objection to other things is just as un- 
reasoning. In that way another soul starts on 
the pathway of sin.’"’ 

Not only slender. but false also, is the founda- 
tion which the author fncriminates. We are not 
in the habit of reading many church-books, but 
a few weeks ago a clergyman friend of ours 
sent us one of his works entitled The Duty of 
Happiness, wherein he proves that the first idea 
of our Maker in giving birth to humanity was 
to infuse happiness into our hearts, and that 
our first duty, therefore, is to be happy. and 
to encourage anything which is conduciv to 
happiness. 

We could expatiate 
taken by Mr 


on many of the views 
Sturgis, but we believe that we 
have better to advise our readers to get his book 
and to judge for themselves. It is likely thar 
after having read it they will reach the con 
clusion which long ago Sidney Lee gave us: 


“There is substantial agreement among en 
lightened leaders of public opinion in al! cir’ 
lized countries, that great drama. when fully 


represented in the theater, offers the rank and 
file of a nation recreation which brings with it 
moral, intellectual and spiritual advantage.’’

action. The event will be one of the most im- 
portant of the theatrical decade, since the play- 
house is to be conducted on a plane as high as 
it is different. 

The Comedie des Champs-Elysees is the name 
of the new house. It is situated in the same 
building as M. Gabriel Astruck’s Theatre des 
Champs-Elysees, and is above it. M. Leon Poirier 
is its director, and upon its boards are to be seen 
the flower of the French players in the 
works which the finest playwrights of France 
ean turn out. 

The theater itself ig not huge. It will seat 
exactly 600 spectators. But it is certainly one 
of the prettiest auditoriums to be found any- 
where in Europe as is likewise the most modern. 
Just as M. Astruc had his bigger theater in the 
same structure supplied with the most improved 
appliances to be found by the careful study of 
the world’s up-to-date houses of amusement, so 
is this smaller theater equipt. The walls are 
done in cardinal silk, over delicate gray wood 
work enricht with touches in gold. . The light- 
ing arrangement is the same as in the theater 
beneath. Other important details have been prev- 
fously described in The Billboard. 

One of the biggest innovations at this theater 
will be the no-tip system. The tip evil is one 
of the greatest in connection with French play- 
houses and adds greatly to the cost of theater 
going. For, the way it works with other play- 
houses, one must give a tip to the lackey who 
stands at the carr‘age or tax! door as one steps 
out upon the sidewalk; at the door of the theater 
one is met by a program-vender who sells pro- 
grams and who announces: ‘‘I pay 50 centimes 
for the programs,"’ with the accent very much 
on the “I. This means a tip of more or less 
amount in addition to the price of the program. 
The cloak-room woman takes one’s wraps; an- 
otirer fee, plus a tip. The usher comes along 
and collects possibly the final t!p, even iff the

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ARE YOU GOING ABROAD? 


Walter K. Hill, Billboard Representative in London, Offers 
Suggestions to the Novice—The Second of a Series of Ar- 
ticles Containing Useful Information to Performers 


London, March 13 (Special Correspondence) .— 
Our previous letter dea:t with events leading up 
to the departure of Americans, hints for guid 
ance at sea, and we now take up the details 
of landing. The first sign of shore ig Bishop's 
Light, Scilly Islands, at the entrance to the 
English Channel, to be seen, of course, if the 
approach is made any time after dusk, Next 
comes the Lizard Light, about four hours later, 
and then the ship has fairly entered the Channel. 
If the passage of the Channel is made by day- 
light the voyager is especially fortunate, for 
there is much to be seen. Many of the trans- 
Atlantic steamers disembark their passengers at 
Portsmouth, some at Liverpool, but the Atlantic 
Transport Company bring their ships right thru 
the Channel. around the Southeasterly corner of 
England and up the Thames to Tillbury Docks, 
London. 

Ships of all sizes and kinds are encountered 
in the Channel. ‘There are fishing trawlers, 
coasters, salliing vessels and Channel boats of 
many sorts. Our first glimpse of English shore 
was at Beachy Head, with the village of 
Eastbourne nestling under the cliffs. Shore 
again came ciose at hand when we took on our 
pilot at Dungeness, and the engines were stopt 
for the first time after they were started on 
leaving New York, The operation of taking on 
a pilot is equally interesting with leaving him 
off, and at Dungeness the shore scene makes 
being on deck all the more desirable. There 
follows the slow passage of the Straits of Dove: 
and thence around the corner of the island and 
into the Thames. 

Passengers are disembarkt at Tillbury Docks 
by means of a tender, the ship remaining at 
anchor in mid-stream. Here the customs of- 
ficials come aboard to examine the baggage. 
This has been packt the night before (the cabin 
baggage) and trunks from the hold are brought 
on deck and assembled for convenience of the 
inspectors. The voyager is askt if his baggage 
contains any tobacco, spirits, perfumes and a 
few other dutiable articles; the actual inspection 
is perfunctory and the traveler is little in- 
convenienct. Passengers and their baggage are 
conveyed on the same tender to the dock, where 
a special train is provided, tickets having been 
given out by the steamship purser, on board, the 
day previously. The baggage is all placed in 
the ‘“‘luggage van'’ (baggage car) and is claimed 
at the railroad station in town. 

The peculiar ‘‘compartment’’ cars of English 
railroads have often been explained; each com- 
partment occupies the entire width of the car 
and ig entered from both sides thru doors which 
are lockt by the platform guards before the 
train pulls out. Passengers are seated facing 
each other on nicely upholstered and comfortable 
seats capable of holding, easily, six people to 
a seat, or a dozen to each compartment. It is 
said that the only difference in the second-class 
coaches is the manner in which they are up- 
holstered. The train runs fast and the exceed- 
ingly picturesque landscape of England slips by 
in delightful panorama, 

Upon alighting from the train go at once 
to the “‘luggage van"’ and claim your trunks 
(no baggage-checking system obtains in this 
country). Porters swarm to the platform as 
you alight; take one with you to the ‘“‘luggage 
van’ and he will assemble your trunks upon 
a truck, and if you are not prepared with 
lodgings, will wheel them to the ‘‘cloak room"’ 
(checking or baggage room) where they may 
be left for a charge of two pennies each per day 
If you have arranged for lodgings in advance 
or know the hotel where you intend to stop. 
there are cabs and taxis right alongside of 
the train platform, to accommodate yon. 

The question of ‘‘living’’ in London is a 
problem to be workt out, largely by experience. 
As a matter of fact. almost every American 
one meets has an address to recomend, a system 
of lodging to advocate or a particular locality 
they favor. But be sure to remember that 
living here is expensiv. To live cheaply one 


must be willing to accept inferior accommoda- 
tions in undesirable neighborhooas, Just the 
Same as like conditions obtain in America. In 
a subsequent issue this subject will be dealt 
with exciusivly and exhaustivly, hence at this 
time nothing more need be said than to volun- 
teer, on our own behalf, to give such advice 
as we can, on short acquaintance with the 
surroundings, to friends of The Hillboard who 
may write in advance or call upon their arrival 
here. 

The question of ‘“‘tipping’’ is something else 
which forms as great an esseatial in London 
life as does the question of lodgings and liv- 
ing. This subject, alsv, wil! ve treated extensiv 
ly later on. Off hand, however, it can be 
said that an English penny represents in local 
value about what an American ‘‘nickel’’ does 
at home; a six-pence tip seems to fit in the 
same relativ places that a quarter does on the 
other side, These conclusions, however, are 
early impressions and may be amended later 
on when experience comes with a longer ”ewsi- 
dence. 

Transportation facilities are superlativly ex- 
cellent here. There are three systems of ‘‘sub- 
ways:’’ there are tram-cars and busses—and tu 
see London take the busses, sit on top, and 
watch the wonders of this wonderful city pass 
before your eyes. 

There is no city in America (I have been in 
all of them) that in any manner approaches 
London for greatness, for multitudes or for 
colossal wonders. One rides six hours on differ- 
ent busses and on looking at a map and tracing 
the routes that have been traverst one finds 
that the afternoon of riding has accomplisht 
only about the ration of a square inch to a 
square yard. Supply your own avalanche of 
adjectivs and then the wonders of London are 
but faintly suggested. 

As these articles are intended solely as ‘m- 
partial suggestions and observations it seems 
but fitting that the prospectiv voyager from 
the ‘‘States’’ should be informed as to the de- 
sirability of the boats of the Atlantic Transport 
Company. Perhaps the editor may think this 
too good an advertisement to go thru, but if 
these lines meet your eye take our advice and 
come by those ships. They are staunch and 
steady, built for the transportation of freight, 
horses and cattle, with passenger services In a 
limited degree ag an added feature. The num- 
ber of passengers are restricted to a little 
over 200 (there were only 29 on the Minnetonka) 
and only first-class obtains. On the boat with 
us were travelers who had made as high as 58 
ocean voyages and they were united in the 
statement that the ‘‘Transport’’ boats wer 
the pleasantest riding of all the ships that 
sail between the two continents. Sea-sickness 
is a ‘“‘bugahoo’’ almost entirely foreign to At- 
lantic Transport passengers—only .one person 
(a woman who said she was always sick when 
traveling, even by train) missed a meal or 
suffered the slightest inconvenience on ovr 
voyage across. 

Get the Minnetonka if you can, She is com- 
manded by Capt. Cannons, celebratedly the most 
careful skipper on the high seas. He gets his 
sleep in broad daylight and never when it is 
even raining with a promise of fog. All night 
long, every night, he is on the bridge, in 
command. Once we ran into a fog-bank about 
10 o'clock at night. The fast boats would not 
have noticed it. but Capt. Cannons checkt his 
engines, set extra lookouts and sounded his 
whistle every half-minute for the hour we were 
bankt in. On the fast boats time is the es- 
sential: storms or wind have no effiect unon 
them, but they race thru the waters heedless 
of danger, bent only upon ‘‘making time.’’ The 
Atlantic Trans, ort Company take ten days for 
their boats to cross and no harm is done if, the 
elements contending, another day is occupied on 
the trip. They come slowly but they are safe 
and comfortable.

The tendency today with a!) fairs, either state 
or county fairs, is to make the educational 
features of the fair stand out strong, and in 
some cases a disposition on a part of the 
directors is to curtail attractions, believing 
that the management owes it to the genera! 
public to give them strong exhibit features that 
will attract and interest the visitors and not 
allow special attraactions to take up any of 
their time or money. It seems to me that a 
medium ground should be taken. While it is 
necessary that the fair we made strong alons 
educational lines, that the very best of live 
stock and products of all kinds be shown in the 
most advantageous manner to interest and in- 
struct the visitor, yet for the fair to be com- 
plete it should have a good line of clean attrac- 
tions. All work and no play does not a al 
to the visitor at a fair. The man who is willing 
to spend his time and railroad fare to visit a 
state fair for the purpose of securing informa- 
tion on stock breeding or learn something of 
better agricultural methods must be made to 
feel that he has been well paid for the time 
and expense and that be has learned something 
worth while, yet, at the same time, it does not 
detract for him to have had some fun and to 
have spent some little time in seeing things 
that amuse and entertain.

the entire lyric, ‘‘God gave them happiness too,”’ 
Assuredly the lyric writer does not intend to im- 
ply that the giving of happiness was a wonder- 
ful feat. As a matter of fact. happiness is not 
a gift but is rather resultant upon the many 
gifts for which we should be thankful. A far 
stronger climax line could be injected. The re- 
peated employment of the Creator’s name is ex- 
tremely questionable in what was intended for 
a popular song. The second verse is properly 
argumentativ, but, in order to bring out the 
title, the flavor is entirely too devout for a light- 
ballad song, even when possest of such a devout- 
Sounding title. ‘‘Let’s show we're happy and 
on bended knees Thank Him who gave unto us 
all of these,"’ is the last line of the second verse 
and shows to what limits the lyricist permitted 
himself to fly—religiously. Why mot go out 
into God's sunshine, listen to His birds and, in 
full view of His handiwork, give expression to 
unbounded thanks? The line, tho splendid for 
church-hymn usage, seems overdrawn in a pop- 
ular song. J. Fred Helf's melody is very pretty 
thruout and, withal, convincing. (Forster, pub- 
lisher,) 
I'LL GET YOU—The weakest song we have 
even seen or heard from the pen of Will D. 
Cobb and the finger-tips of Gus Edwards. Cobb 
good naturedly endeavors to preclude all un- 
friendy criticism by the truthful but rash state- 
ment that he realizes it is one of the worst 
lyrics he has ever written. He points to what 
he deems an extenuating circumstance in the 
fact that he merely wrote the words in order 
to “get a plece of change’ and that he be- 
lieves the twenty-five dollars he got for the 
song Was ample payment. It is not our prov- 
ince to determine whether twenty-five dollars is 
sufficient renumeration for a set of words 
handed to a leading music publishing house by 
a well-known writer, but a careful consider- 
ation of the song tends to make us believe that 
Cobb was telling the truth “and nothing but 
the truth.” Of course, we all know that the 
title was done before just 79,800,423 times with 
such additions as You, Someday, Then, Little 
Girl, ete., ete. But the biggest joke of 
this gigantic joke song is that the publishers 
decided to quote for advertising purposes the 
gtammar-destroying initial lines, ‘‘I feel so lene- 
ly, I feel so blue; All over who? All over you.’ 
Remick has a large crowd of bright young 
men, including Mose Gumble, Joe Young, 
Seymour Brown and many others. hanging 
around the outer and inver offices and it’s a 
wonder one of them didn’t suggest changing the 
line to “All over whom? All over youm.’’ in 
an endeavor to make it grammatically correct, 
even tho the wonderfully original rhyme ‘‘Blue"’ 
and ‘You’? would have been destroyed. How- 
ever, the words struggle on desparately, (quite 
a: desperately as Cobb tries to explain his 
reason for writing the song), stating that the 
one appealed to was never introduced to the 
one making the appeal, and suddenly breaks 
inte the chorus with a two-fold repetition of 
the title of the song. This is followed by con 
sislerable counting, which Gus Edwards hap 
Ply emfasized by inserting no end of rests, 
when the title is again repeated, preceded by 


the word ‘But’? and followed by the rather 
meaningless line, “‘You peacher reacher roo!"’ 
The perfectly logical climax line, “I'll shake 


the tree, (which tree?) 
is followed by the title—and Cobb, who calls 
himself “De Knight’ on the front door-bell 
of b's home, so that peope won't know he’s a 
Popular song writer earned his twenty-five dol 
las “But,”’ you might say, ‘‘didn't he have 
to write a second verse to earn his money?"

The song fairly teems with semi-poetic, rhetori- 
cal flashes and, after, and after an unusually 
long verse, breaks into a short but weak chor- 
us. The tite of the song does not appear in 
either the first verse or chorus, but is thrust 
into the second in a manner that suggests the 
dedication of the song was a matter of grave 
doubt to the writer. It is rhymed well thru- 
out but fails to fall within the accepted stand- 
ard of songs. It is replete with grace notes. 
(Edward A. Cranston, publisher.) 

I'M COMING BACK TO GOOD OLD U. 8. A. 
—Words by Frederick H. Green, music by F. 
Henri Klickmann. This song is of the type 
that was popular just after the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. It can readily be imagined that the 
writers fervently prayed for United States in 
tervention in Mexico, as it would take a war, 
and, judging by the lyric of this song, a 
mighty big war, to make this number popular. 
It tells the sad story of the sailor boy who 
“for foreign ports must start.’’ Naturally, he 
had to say ‘‘Good-by’’ to his sweetheart, but 
this didn’t prevent him from, (as the writer 
aptly puts it), ‘‘Awaiting there the signa] that 
would mean for them to part.’’ The song 
goes on to tell how strong was his temptation 
to desert his comrades and remain with the 
girl, but duty’s call is heeded. ‘“‘So he whis- 
pered to her softly with a sigh,’’ (Chorus), a 
string of endearing frases along conventional 
lines. all set to real march tempo, ending with 
“I'm coming back to good old U. 8. A.” And 
the melody? Well, it’s by F. Henri Klickmann, 
(his middle name’s second syllable is pronounced 
like the adjectiv before whiskey not of bour- 
bon extraction), and if there’s a melodist in 
the world who can write a better light march 
number than this young genius, he hasn't made 
his appearance, as yet. (Frederick H. Green, 
publisher.)

BURLESQUE ANXIETY CONTINUES. 


Empire Circuit Dissatisfied. Lawrence Weber 
with Marcus Loew & The Shuberts 
In New Burlesque 


New York, March 31 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The tension in burlesque circles con- 


tinues and rumors of all kinds, regarding the 
true condition of affairs fill the air. In Western 
Wheel circles there is much commotion and it is 
stated that there is a movement on foot to over- 
throw the agreement of the recent merger and 
it is even said that there are several of the 
higher factors in the circuit who have not yet 
signed the papers which are necessary to consum 
mate the deal. James Whallen, of Louisville, 
and James Fennessey, of Cincinnati, have been 
in the city for the past few days and there have 
been daily meetings at the Imperial Hotel here 
and altho no official information can be ob 
tained it is said that this faction is awaiting 
the arrival of Messrs. Butler, Monihan, Heuck 
and Lowry, who are on their way bere from the 
west and who have been beld up by the floods 
in the Middle West. 

At the Columbia Amusement Company’s offices 
all is calm and the big heads of the big circuit 
seem unruffied and impervious to all of the ru- 
mors of war which fill the air. 


The reports of a new wheel still continue, but 
it is certain that no activ steps have been taken 
that will amount to anything like a menace to 
the new merger and it is safe to profesy that 
the big deal will go thru as has been planned. 
The stories regarding Gus Hill’s affiliation with 
a new burlesque movement have been emfatically 
denied and taking into consideratton the fact 
that Mr. Hill is by about 50 per cent the big 
gest stockholder in the concern there is little 
‘kiihood of his fightirg his own interests by 
Miliating himself with sny opposition movement 
us Hill owns possibly about $182.000 worth of 
Columbia holdings and is worrying little about 
new burlesque wheels. while Lawrence L. Weber 
still denies any connection with the rumored 
fallacies of a combine with the Shuberts and 
Marcus Loew. It is thought here that the Shu- 
berts would be unable to use any of their thea 
ters for burlesque purposes on account of the 
leases and it has been stated that Mr. Loew has 
also denied any interest in burlesque. 

Sam Scribner, unwilling to talk on the sub- 
ject. keeps a discreet silence and merely smiles 
while J. Herbert Mack and the other of the big 
factors in Columbia circles, pursues the even 
tenor of his way with a brief ‘“‘Good morning.”’ 


The latest rumor says that Henry Martell and 
James Butler are much dissatisfied with the pres- 
ent condition of affairs and that they will make 
an effort to annul the agreement altho it is 
improbable that this can be effected and in the 
event of any renegading the big merger will 
probably drop the d'ssatisfied theaters and ar- 
range their new route accordingly. 

That there will be a new wheel !s more than 
probate, but it is safe to bet that the promoters 
will take things easily and bide their time until 
the present cond‘tions have become more satis- 
factorily adjusted.

BEECROFT’S VICISSITUDES. 


{Editor's Note:—The Billboard's New York 
office's manager relates his experiences in reach 
ing the publication office in Cincinnati, and 
tells a tale of thrilling encounters.) 

The hardest and most difficult work in con- 
nection with my dash for ‘‘the pole’? was done 
before I left New York—and done by seme one 
else. When Mr. Donaldson's message reacht me 
early Saturday morning: “We have had no 
meil from New York for three days—can’t get 
either Chicago or St, Louis by ’fone or tele- 
graf—am passing the block up to you to get 
your steff thru by Monday; Cincinnati entirely 
cut off but we are going to ‘come out’ some- 
how.”’ 

I just turned the whole matter over to 
Frances Klein. How she did it, God only 
knows, but when it came time for me to ieave 
in the evening she had secured new copy for 
every advertising order from our office—over 
$800's worth of it and had it all laid out with 
full instructions for each ad. She had also 
collected from every man on the staff all the 
editorial matter from their various depart- 
ments, re-written during the day. If there is 
any credit in what I have accomplisht, it be- 
longs to Frances Klein—for what good would 
the trip have been without the “stuff to carry 
with me? 

The 5:30 (Lake Shore Limited) train was the 
first train the Central sent out on Saturday 
and I was aboard. At Albany we were stalled 
six hours owing to the great flood there, and 4 
few miles ontside we ran into a wreck. A 
whole train had turned over on its side in the 
ley waters of the Hudson. As near as we could 
learn no one had been killed. but nearly every 
passenger and most of the train crew was in- 
jured—some very severely. All were wet and 
cold. Blankets were supplied from our train, 
and a number of the unfortunates were taken 
aboard with as. 

We got into Cleveland eight hours late and 
were forct to lay over there until 6:00. While 
there I purchast a good-sized piece of rubber 
sheeting, in which I tied op my editorial and 
advertising matter, cuts, etc.. in case I might 
get spilled overboard somewhere in the flood 
regions ahead. 

Our train was carrying about 20 electrica! 
engineers and mechanics from the New York 
Edison and General Electric Co.. of Schenec 
tady, also two special writers and a motion 
picture camera man, sent out by the Mutna!l 
Film Co., of New York. We got into Colum- 
bus about 11:00 Sunday night and there the 
real trouble began. . 

As soon aS Our car was run in on a siding. 
I hustled up to the station for information 
A dozen wild schemes were suggested by the 
railroad people, who are esnecially selected for 
genera] stupidity, and I finally learned thar 
the B. & O. proposed running a train ont for 
Cincinnati! at 8:30 in the morning. But I was 
assured that it would be impossible for me 
coteh that train. It was to start from ‘‘Green 
Tawn,’’ on the Outskirts of the enposite side 
of the town. In order to get to Green Tawn 
I must pass thru the devastated section of Col- 
umbus and to do that I must have a pass. | 
must also have a permit to leave town. Ther 
work bard in Columbus. and I found the 
soldiers on duty in the etate bonse. After 
showing the sergeant my ‘credentials’ (tied 
up in the rubber sheet) he tssued me a pass 
to Cincinnati. but informed me that the “pass 
thrn the lines’’ necessary to get me acrosr 
town must be procured at the city prison. The 
city prison is on the river front and was cut 


on by water. I knew I must get that pass 
before morning, as they told me there would be 
a long line of applicants there, and the chances 
of getting thru in time for the train would be 
scsuty. 

How to ‘‘get to prison’’ was a sticker. No 
taxi or horse cab driver would take a chance ou 
taking me the round-about-way in the dark, so 
I walked along the edge of the inundated dis 
trict for several blecks, until I spotted a skiff 
hauled up on the sidewalk. ‘Three militiamen 
were on guard. A little way off was a little 
camp fire. I waited until the soldier beys 
were not looking my way, and stole their whole 
navy. 

After splashing round about an hour, I reacht 
the prison, and had little trouble in getting a 
pass from the Colonel of the Fourth Infantry, in 
charge. 

Then I pushed off in the man o’ war, and 
Started for high ground. Scarcely had I hit the 
bauk, when I was ordered to halt. The points 
of two bayonets, which in the dim light lookt 
like steel car rails, were poked under my chin. 
I promised not to tell their secrets or to take 
any of their coin, and was assured—inp language 
that even so innocent a person as mygelf cousi 
not fail to understand—that I was under arrest 
for stealing a beat, and that when they got 
thru with me I would not be so ‘‘jokey."’ Then 
we got into the ‘‘boat,"”” which was leaking 
badly, and which, with their added weight 
qualified admirably as a submarine. One of the 
brave boys sat in the stern and kept guard over 
me, while the other one took the oars, a job 
he knew nothing about, and which he was soon 
giad to turn over to me. 

Back to prison once more—th's time for a pass 
in instead of ovt. A charge of ‘‘pilfering and 
theft’’ was entered against me, and I was or 
dered to a cell pending a hearing in the morn 
ing. “Sit here a few days and think it over,’’ 
was the parting shot of the soldiers. 

After about an hour in solitary confinement 1 
succeeded in getting word to the colonel, who 
was a real fellow at heart, and he allowed me 
to come out and talk the matter over. I.told 
him of the extreme exigency and !mportance of 
my journey and warned him that balf a million 
people in all branches of amusements were wait 
ing to read the matter concealed in my suspicious 
looking rubber bundle and that their resent- 
ment against him might result in a boycott that 
would keep all forms of amusements out of Co 
lumbus for years to come. 

He laufed heartily at this—bless bis soldier 
heart—and sent for the outraged sentinel. 1 
don’t know what he told the lad, but anyhow 
the charge was withdrawn and | was not only 
“turned loose’? but rowed to high ground in 
the same old skiff. 

It was nearly three when I reacht the car, 
and I stretcht out for an hour with my clothes 
on. At six I hustled over. but was unable to 
hire a conveyance for the cross-town tr!p. 
Walking down the main street J] halted a 
ae machine and bribed the driver to take 
me in. 

The B. & 0. Special made a slow and cautious 
trip, stopping every half mile or so to allow the 
engineer to inspect the rails ahead. Part of the 
rub was very dangerous, the train sagging up 
and down and from side to side like a riding 
device at a Summer resort. 

Abovt 2:30 we pulled into Fast Norwood. Obie 
there I found ‘‘the boys’’ waiting for me with 
a taxi, which shot us over to The B'l!board. 
A supplement carries all the matter, editorial 
and advertising I bronght. 

The achievment is valuable as an example of 
the way The Billboard ‘“‘does things’’ and of 
the extremes to which It goes tn order to ser 
the interests of its readers and advertisers.
